To the Editor.of the Boston Journal: . . . 


I noticed in your paper of last evening 


an article on my return home from South 
Carolina. .The impression left.by. it was 
mainly correct. One or two inaccuracies I 
might notice. I should prefer, however, if 
one case oat of many is sufficiently interest-, 
ing to. .your readers, to give them a moro 
detailed account of the treatment J receiv- 
ed. I shall thus answer questions.-which 
will be asked me a thousand times once for 
all, and more correctly than rumor . would 
do it. 


I arrived at Blackville, ninety miles frotu 


Charleston, at 8 o'clock on Monday evening; 
NOT. 5. Stepping upon: the platform^ I was 
almost immediately surrounded by a group 
of young men. Finding that they. were a 
Vigilance Committee, I 
answered their 


questions until they aaked,. What are your, 
political" opinions? Are ..you in favor of 
Mr. Lincoln's election ?. My answer was, I 
beg your pardon,..gentlem:en, I have nothing 
to say to you. on. political; matters. They 
asked me to stop—examined my trunk and 
a chest containing my library, until late 
Monday night, and for an hour.or two Tues- 
day morning. The examination was con- 
ducted with politeness and delicacy. 
They 


found little against me—nothing, ,:as they 
;old 
me—which materially changed their 


impression'.". However, I was a. northern 
man—that was sufficient., The chief.of the 
vigilance, committee told me privately that 
such was the feeling that were it not for sev- 


circumstances, "I should not have 


jeen let go with, a whole skin." However, 
they would send me home safe, pay rny pas- 
sage, and keep my books ..until the money, 
was refunded.

This feeling, so .strong then, gradually 


changed. A feeling sprung up and gained 
groand that I should be sent on to my em- 
Dloyer. The meeting broke up. without be- 
ug able to agree.. I was informed of this 
jy one of the members, who advised me to 
proceed. I tald him no. I'm not going to 
ac away. I was stopped officially, and I 
must have official notice that I may leave. 
This I presently received. Thus the storm, 
. thought, had passed away. 


At Barnwell, ten milas distant, I enjoyed 


.he hospitality of the Baptist minister. 
In 


he afternoon my employer (from a neigh- 
boring town) called. 
While conversing 


with him I was unexpectedly waited upon 
)y a gentleman who wished my attendance 
n the village. We proceeded to the court 
house. I shall not be likely to forget that 
ccasion ; many circumstances invested it 


with interest. It was Barnwell court house, 
rom which, years ago, under memorable 
circumstances they sent away the venerable 
'udge Hoar. It was an assembly compos- 
ed of the most respectable men of tha place. 
There were the educated men, one minister 
at least) and the physicians of the town. 
.Ahere were the principal slaveholders, and 
a large planter of 5,000 acres sat in the 
hair. The proceediugs were parliamento- 
y and courteous throughout. I stood at 
he table—(a little Massachusetts man, the 
hortest, I believe, in my class at Harvard) 
—and interrogatories were put me oue by 


What were my sentiments oa slavery, 


ts extension, Mr. Lincoln's election, the 
igher law, irrepressible conflict, &c., &c. 
answered them fairly. When I could re- 
'ly with effect, I did so ; when I could not, 
declined to answer. Speeches were made 
-for and againal. All expressed their ad- 
miration at the able and honest manner in 


hich I had borne" "myself throughout.— 
tfany who did so, said that convictions of 
uty compelled: tbfcm to vote ngaiust my 
lay. The vote stcod '22. 'to 1). The vigil- 
nee committee generously, raised the mon- 
y on the spot to pay ray expenses home. 


Thus far I had met oiily courteous and 


onaiderate treatment. After rv day spent 
nder the roof of Rev. Mr. Perry—himself 
slaveholder—I returned to Blackville.— 
)n the train I was insulted by a fellow, who. 
ragged me into the negro car, (there was 
o one to say nay,) and persisted in sitting 
y my side, threatened me with a whipping, 
addling and hanging, and .who, on mv re- 
usal to answer his questions, drew his knife 
o cut off my ear. 
A pretended friend of- 


ored me a pistol, told me I should need it 
efore I reached -Charleston. Of course, I 
cclined it. At Bambergsf, where they hang- 
d a man shortly before, the fellow went 
ut and called the vigilance committe, sev- 
ral of whom entered and seized me, and 
ndeavored by main strength to force' me 
rom the car, to hang me. I had good hold, 
nd they couldn't move me, but they tore 
-y coat badly in tho struggle. The cars, 
noreover, were starting; they tried in vain 
o get them stopped, and were forced to de- 
st. The conductor quietly extended all 
le protection, as I think, which he thought 
afe for him to do.

Interfiling Crom 8«ath Carolina. 


Statement of the Teaclur who was sent out 


of the Palmetto State, with his postage 
paid. 


To the Editor of the Ba»tcm Journal: 


I noticed in your paper of lost eveuin 


an article on my return home from Boat 
Carolina. The impression loft by it wt 
mainly correct. Oue or two inaccuracies '. 
might notice. I should prefer, however, i 
one case out of many is (sufficiently interest 
ing to your readers, to give them a moro 
detailed account of tbe treatment I reoeir 
ed. I shall thus answer questions which 
will be asked me a thousand times once for 
all, and more correctly than rumor wouk 
doit. 


I arrived at Blackrille, ninety miles from 


Charleston, at 8 o'clock on Monday erening 
Nor. 5. Stepping upon the platform, I wai 
almost immediately surrounded by A group 
of young men. Finding that they were a 
Vigilance Committee, I answered their 
questions until they asked, What are your 
political opinions? Are you in favor o 
Mr. Lincoln's election ? My answer was, 
beg your pardon, gentlemen, I have nothing 
to say to you on political matters. Thej 
aaked me to atop—examined my trunk anc 
a chest containing my library, until late 
Monday night, ana for an hour or two lues 
day morning. 
The examination was COD 


ducted with politeness and delicacy. They 
found little against me—nothing, as they 
told me—which materially changed their 
impression. However, I waa a northern 
map—that waa sufficient. The chief of the 
vigilance committee told me privately that 
such was tbe feeling that were it not for sev- 
eral circumstances, " I should not have 
been let go with a whole skin." 
However, 


they would send me home safe, pay toy pas- 
sage, and keep my books until the money 
was refunded. 


This feeling, so strong then, gradually 


changed. A feeling sprung up aud gained 
ground that I should be sent ou to my em- 
ployer. The meeting broke up without be- 
ing able to agree. I was informed of this 
>>y one of the members, who advised me to 
proceed. I told him no. I'm not going to 
run away. I was stopped officially, and I 
mist have official notice that I may leave. 
This I presently received. 
Thus the storm, 


[ thought, had passed away. 


At Barn well, ten milas distant, I enjoyed 


the hospitality of the Baptist minister. In 
:he afternoon my employer (from a neigh 
boring town) caliecL 
While conversing 


with him I was unexpectedly waited upon 
)}• a gentleman who wished my attendance 
n the village. 
We proceeded to the court 


house. I shall not be likely to forget that 
occasion; many circumstances invested it 
witb interest. It wcs Barnwell court house, 
from which, years ago, under memorable 
circumstances they sent away the venerable 
Judge Hoar. It waa an assembly compos* 
ed of the moat respectable men of the place. 
There were the educated men, one minister 
at least) and the physicians of the town. 
There were the principal slaveholders, and 
a large planter of 5,000 acres sat in the 
chair. The proceedings were parliamenta- 
ry and couiteous throughout. I stood at 
the table—(& little Massachusetts man, the 
shortest, I believe, in my class at Harvard) 
—and interrogatories were put me one by 
one. 
What were my sentiments oa slavery, 


tfl extension, Mr. Lincoln's election, the 
ligher law, irrepressible conflict, itc., <tc. 
\ answered them fairly. When I could re- 
ily with offuct, I did so ; when I could not, 
. declined to answer. Speeches were made 
—for and against. All expressed their ad- 
miration at tbe able ami honest manner in 
which I lint] borne myself throughout.— 
rlany who did so, said that convictions of 
Inly compelled tht;ti to vote Against my 
tay. 
The vote BUo<l 2J la'.). The vigil- 


ance committee generously raised the mon- 
ey on the spot to pay my expenses home. 


Thus far I had rant, only courteous and 


onsiderate treatment. After n day spent 
under the roof of Rev. Mr. Pcrrv—himself 
a slaveholder—I returned to Blackvillo.— 
On the train I was insulted by a fellow, who 
[ragged me into the negro car, (thrre was 
no one to say nay,) and persisted in sitting 


y my side, threatened me with a whipping, 
addling and hanging, and who, on my re- 
usal to answer his questions, drew his itnife 
o cut off my ear. 
A pretended friend of- 


ured me a pistol, told me I should need it 
tefore I reached Charleston. Of course, I 
eclined it. At Bambergs, where they hang- 
:d a man phortly before, the fellow went 
iut and called the vigilance com mi tie, sev- 
ral of whom entered and seized me, and 
indeavored by main strength to force me 
rom the car, to hang me. I had good hold, 
and they couldn't move me, but they tore 
my coat badly in the struggle. The cars, 
moreover, were starting: they tried in vain 
o get them stopped, and were forced to de- 
ist. The conductor quietly extended all 
he protection, as I think, which he thought 
afe for him to do. 


Arriving at Charleston,he procured mean 
fficer, who conducted me to the guard 


house. It was not safe, the chief of the 


olice told me, to go aboard until the boat 


was about to start. They congratulated me 


my narrow escape. Next day the officer 


attended me to tbe boat. 


Here ends the story. It is only just to 


ay that in addition to the election aud se- 
:ession excitement, the people have been 
xaaperated by several cases of well poison- 
ng and slave-arming. But extreme aboli- 
ionists are not the only northern men who 
mve fanned the excitement. 
The editors 


f thote journals north, who have mitrepre- 
ented the designs of the republican party 
ave done quite as much, I think, toatoduce 
he result. What mischief-makers f Even 
he personelle of the republican candidates 
as been misrepresented. Why, in South 
Carolina they really believe that Senator 
Hamlin, Vice President elect, is a mulatto 
man. 


If I have not already left the impression, 
wish to stale that I have the best reasons 
or saying that my return is owing to no 
mprudence on my part. I could not change 
ny act done or recall any sentence uttered 
lefore the two vigilance committees. 
I say 


his for two reasons: 1. la justice to my- 
elf; 2. To show that no northern man with 
orthern principles, however prudent and 


well-intentioned, is wanted iu South Caro- 


na to-day; I waa told that distinctly many 
imes. 
, 


Such, Mr. Editor, is a brief but fair ac- 


ount of my reception in South Cnrolina 
nd my return home. I have at last reach- 
d a state where I can express openly tbe 
uppreased joy and satisfaction which I felt 
n South Carolina ground, on hearing that 
new and better era has begun in our his- 
ory.

Condition of Wisconsin Banlu. 


The Madison Argus of yesterday says : 


" The coadition of our banks is of course 
the subject of very constant and grave com- 
ment. We understand that iu pursuance 
to the provisions of our banking law the 
Bank Comptroller called on the banks the 
loth inst., to make good their several 
amounts caused by the depreciation. 
They 


did so, many returning currency. 
By law, 


he cannot make a similar call till sixty days 
have elapsed. By that time, things will 
have assumed a definite shape, and the leg- 
islature will be in session, so that some ef- 
fective method, if possible, may be devised 
to sustain the credit of our currency." 


The circulation of Wisconsin banks on 


the 1st of August was $4,135,218.

that time no material change has taken 
place.

It is not at all probable that any of the 


Southern States whose bonds are held by 
our banks will enter into the scheme of se- 
cession. 
Certainly Missouri is as sound on 


that question as any state in the Union. 
JTo alarm should be felt on that account. 
The Chicago Tribune says : " Most anxie- 
ty has been felt in regard to Missouri bonds, 
but we are assured by a gentleman who has 
the means to know, that three-fourths of 
the money is already in New York to meet 
the January interest, and the balance is al- 
ready provided for and will be there in am- 
ple time to maintain tlie honor of the state." 


Before the sixty days have elapsed when 


the baak comptroller can again call npon 
our Wisconsin banks to make good further 
depreciation, the panic will have subsided. 
The brokers of Wail street and Chicago 
will then have made their speculation out 
of the fears of the community, and com- 
merce will regain its wonted channels. 
It 


is preposterous to suppose that a panic can 
exist twenty days in Wisconsin where our 
money matters are so easy. We have sold 
or have for sale twenty million of dollars 
worth of produce. 
Under such circum- 


stances is it to ba expected that exchange 
can be kept up to 5 per cent 1 There is a 
circulation of two or three hundred thou- 
sand dollars of Illinois currency afloat in 
this state, which will be cleaned out in a 
few weeks; and Wisconsin banks 
being 


sound, and all paying specie or eastern ex- 
change for their bills, the alarm will speed- 
ily pass away. 
There is no sense or pro- 


priety in classing Wisconsin banks with 
Illinois. 


No apprehension is felt that Wisconsin 


banks will not 
meet their obligations 


promptly. 
Up to this moment we have not 


heard a rumor prejudicial to their sound- 
ness. It is annoying to see our money, 
which is as safe as any in the union, quot- 
ed at 15 per cent, discount in New York, 
while unsecured banks of North Carolina, 
Ohio, Kentucky and Indiana are quote 3 at 
1 J@5. We all know that that is a humbug, 
and we may guess from what we do know 
of our own money matters, and the false 
quotations of it abroad, that it may be the 
same with what brokers are pleased to call 
uncnrrent money of other localities. We 
believe the whole panic has been got up by 
interested speculators in money and stocks; 
and as long as the people will consent to 
become their dopes, so long we shall have 
panics in the money market. 


We again advise our friends every where 


to keep cool, and refuse all sacrifice upon 
their currency. Remember that every dol- 
lar presented to our Wisconsin banks dur- 
ing the panic of 1857 was redeemed, while 
millions were lost in consequence of the 
failure of eastern banks. 


A FALSE STANDARD.—The Madison Pat- 


riot cites the recent fall of stocks in New 
York, as illustrating "the value of the al- 
mighty nigger, and the benefit of Lincoln's 
election." It continues—"It is estimated 
that the country has already lost, in depre- 
ciated stocks, no less than twenty-five mil- 
lions of dollars. The republicans, no doubt, 
have accomplished a great strike for "free- 
dom,'' but as a question of dollars and 
cents (sense) it is questionable whether the 
country is any better off—especially if one 
half of the Union quit us in a huff." 


The idea that the rise or fall of stocks in 


Wall street is any indication of the in- 
crease or loss of the real Yv'salth of the 
country is tit only for electioneering clap 
trap. The loss or gain of $100,000 at a 
faro bank is just as good evidence of the 
loss or gain of property as the rise or fall 
of stocks in the New York stock board in- 
volving a change of that amount of money. 
The stock brokers of Wall street are noth- 
ing more or less than a legalised band of 
gamblers. Their position enables them to 
inflict a greater degree of injury than the 
men who bet on the turn of a card ; and 
were it not that they sometimes affect other 
holders of stock who may be compelled to 
sell while the price is down, the losses of 
the operators would bis entitled to no more 
consideration or sympathy than the unlucky 
venturers on the " tiger." It is all nonsense 
to talk about the present flurry in the stock 
market peimanently affecting the industrial 
or legitimate business interests 
of the

Interesting from South Carolina. 


Statement of ike Teacher, who was sent out 


nf ihe Palmetlo State, with Jiis passage 
paid. 
, 


Tu tlie Editor of die Boston Journal: 


I noticeil in your paper of- last evening 


an'article oh my-return home from South 
Carolina. The impression, left ~bj it was 
mainly correct. One or two inaccuracies I 
might notice. I should' prefer, however, if 
one case out of many is sufficiently interest- 
ing to your readers, to give" them a more 
detailed account., of. the. treatment I receiv- 
ed. I shall thus answer...questions which 
will;be asked.me a tho'usand times once for 
all, and more correctly than rumor would 
do it. 


I arrived at Blackviile, ninety miles from 


Charleston, at.8 o'clock onMouday .evening, 
Nov. 5. Stepping upon the piatform,"T. was 
almost immediately surrounded by a',grqup. 
of young men. '.Finding' that they were a 
Vigilance Committee, I 
answered .their 


questions until .they asked, What are your 
political opinions? Are you in favor of 
Mr. Lincoln's election ? My answer was, I 
beg your pardon, gentlemen, I have:notbing 
to say to you . on" political matters. They 
asked me to stop—examined my trunk and 
a chest containing my library, until late 
Monday night, and for..an hour or two Tues 
day morning. The examination was con- 
ducted with politeness and delicacy. They 
found little against me—nothing, as they 
told me—which materially changed their 
impression. However,' I was a northern 
man—-that was suEScient. The chief of the 
vigilance .committee told me privately'that 
sneh was the feeling that were it not for sev- 
eral circumstances,. " T shciii!d';.not have- 
been let go with a whole akin." ' However, 
they would send me home safe, pay my pas- 
sage, and keep my books until the moncvy 
was refunded. 


This feeling, so strong then, gradually 


changed. A feeling sprung up and gained 
ground tViR.t I should be sent on to my cm 
ployer. The m acting broke vip without be- 
ing able to agree. I was informed of this 
by one of the members, who advised me to 
proceed. I told him no.

This I presently received. Thus the storm, 
I thought, had passed away. 


At Barnwell, ten miles distant.. I enjoyed 


the hospitality of the Baptist minister. 
In 


the afternoon my employer (from a neigh- 
boring town) called. 
While conversing 


with him I was unexpectedly waited upon 
by a gentleman who wished my attendance 
iu the village. We proceeded to the court 
house. I sliall not be likely to forget that 
occasion; many circumstances invested it 
with interest. It was Barnwell courthouse, 
from whioh, years ago, under memorable 
circumstances they sent away the venerable 
Judge Hoar. It was an assembly compos- 
ed of the most respectable men of the place. 
There were the educated men, one minister 
(at least) and the physicians of the town. 
There were the principal slaveholders, and 
a. large planter of 5,000 acres sat in the 
chair. The proceedings were parliamenta- 
ry and courteous throughout. I stood at 
the table—(a little Massachusetts man, the 
shortest. I believe, in my class at Harvard) 
—and interrogatories were put me one by 
one. 
What were my sentiments on slavery.

"When I could re- 


ply with effect. I did so ; when I could not, 
I declined to answer. Speeches were made 
—for and against. 
All expressed their ad- 


miration at the able and honest manner in 
which I had borne myself throughout.— 
Many who ui<l so, said that convictions of 
duty compelled them to vote against my 
stay. The vote stcod 22 to 9. The vigil- 
ance committee generously raised the mon 
c,y on the spot to pay my expenses home. 


Thus far I had met only courteous and 


considerate treatment. A'fter a day spent 
under the roof of Rer. Mr. Perry—himself 
a slaveholder—I returned to Blackviile.— 
On the train I was insulted by a fellow, who 
dragged me into the negro car, .(there was 
no one to say nay,) and persisted in sitting 
by my sitle, threatened me with a whipping, 
paddling and hanging, and who, on'my re- 
fusal to answer his questions', drew"his knife 
to out off my ear. A pretended friend of- 
fered me a pistol; told me I should need it 
before I reached Charleston. Of course, I 
declined it. At Bamb'ergs, where they hang- 
ed a man shortly before, the fellow went 
out and called the vigilance committe, sev- 
eral of whom entered and seized me, 'a'ud 
endeavored by' main -strength to force me 
from the.car, to hang me. 
I- had good hold, 


and they couldn't move me, but they tore 
my coat badly in the struggle. The cars, 
moreover,'were starting: they tried in vain 
to get them stopped, and were forced to'de- 
sist. The conductor quietly extended all 
the protection, as I'think, which hethoug'ht 
safe for him to do. 


Arriving at Charleston, he procured me an 


officer, who conducted me to the griard 
house. It was not safe, the chief of the 
police told me, to go aboard until the boat 
was about tO:stavt. They congratulated me 
on my narrow escape. Next day the officer 
attended me to the boat. 


Here ends the story. It is only just to 


say that in addition to the election and se- 
cession excitement, the people have been 
exasperated by several cases of well poison- 
ing and slave-arming. But extreme aboli- 
tionists are not the only northern' men who 
have fanned the excitement.

It is not at alt probable that any of the 


Southern States whose bonds are held by 
onr banks will enter into the scheme of se- 
cession. Certainly Missouri is as sound on 
that question as any state in the Union. 
No alarm should be felt on that account. 
The Chicago Tribune says: " Moat anxie- 
ty has been felt in regard to Missouri bonds, 
but we are assured by a gentleman who has 
the means to know, that three-fourths of 
the money is already in New York to meet 
the January interest, and the balance is al- 
ready provided for and will be there in am- 
ple time to maintain the honor of the state." 


Before the sixty days have elapsed when 


the bank comptroller can again call upon 
our Wisconsin banks to make good further 
depreciation, the panic will have subsided. 
The brokers of Wail street and Chicago 
will then havo made their speculation out 
of the fears of the community, and com- 
merce will regain iU wonted channels. 
It 


is preposterous to suppose that a panic can 
exist twenty days in Wisconsin where our 
money matters are so easy. We have sold 
or have for sale twenty million of dollars 
worth of produce. 
Under such circum- 


stances ii it to ba expected that exchange 
can be kept up to 5 per cent ? There is a 
circulation of two or three hundred thou- 
sand dollars of Illinois currency afloat in 
tbia state, which will be cleaned out in a 
few weeks; and Wisconsin banks being 
sound, and all paying specie or eastern ex- 
change for their bills, the alarm will speed- 
ily pass away.

It is annoying to see our money, 
which is as safe as any it the union, quot- 
ed at 16 per cent, discount in New York, 
while unsecured banks of North Carolina, 
Ohio, Kentucky and Indiana are quote3 at 
1 J@5. We all know that that ia a humbug, 
and we may guess from what we do know 
of our own. money matters, and the false 
quotations of it abroad, that it may be the 
same with what brokers are pleased to call 
uocnrreat money of other localities. W* 
believe the whole panic has been got up by 
interested speculators in money and stocks; 
and as long as the people will consent to 
become their dupes, so long we shall have 
panics in the money market. 


We again advise onr friends every where 


to keep cool, and refuse all sacrifice upon 
their currency. Remember that every dol- 
lar presented to our Wisconsin banks dur- 
ing the panic of 1857 was redeemed, while 
millions were lost in consequence of the 
failure of eastern banks. 


A FALSE STANDARD.—The Madison Pat- 


riot cites the recent fall of stocks in New 
York, as illustrating " the value of the al- 
mighty nigger, and the benefit of Lincoln's 
election." It continues—"It is estimated 
that the country has already lost, in depre- 
ciated stocks, no less than twenty-five mil- 
lions of dollars. The republicans, no doubt, 
have accomplished a great strike for "free-

The Madison Argns of yesterday says : 


"' The condition of our banks is of course 
the subject of very constant and grave com- 
ment. We understand that in pursuance 
to the provisions of onr banking law the 
Bank Comptroller called on the banks the 
loth inst., to make good their several 
amounts caused by the depreciation. 
They 


did so, many returning currency. By law, 
le cannot make a similar call till sixty days 
lave elapsed. By that time, things will 
lave assumed a definite shape, audthe leg- 
islature will be in session, so that some ef- 
fective method, if possible, may be devised 
to sustain the credit of our currency."

the 1st of August was $4,135,218.

It is not at all probable that any of the 


Southern States whose bonds are held by 
our banks will enter into the scheme of se- 
cession. Certainly Missouri is as sound on 
that question as any state in the Union. 
No alarm should be felt on that account. 
The Chicago Tribune says: " Most anxie- 
ty has been felt in regard to Missouri bonds, 
but we are assured by a gentleman who has 
the means to know, that three-fourths of 
the money is already in New York to meet 
the January interest, and the balance is al- 
ready provided for and will be there in am- 
ple time to maintain the honor of the state." 


Before the sixty days have elapsed when 


the bank comptroller can again call upon 
our Wisconsin banks to make good further 
depreciation, the panic will have subsided. 
The brokers of Wall street and Chicago 
will then have made their speculation out. 
of the fears of the community, and com- 
merce will regain its wonted channels. 
It 


is preposterous to suppose that a panic can 
exist twenty days in Wisconsin where onr 
money matters are so easy. We have sold 
or have for sale twenty million of dollars 
worth of produce. 
Under such circum- 


stances is it to be expected that exchange 
can be kept up to 5 per cent ? There is a 
circulation of two or three hundred thou- 
sand dollars of Illinois currency afloat in 
this state, which will be cleaned out in 
few weeks; and Wisconsin banks bein 
sound, and all paying specie or eastern ex 
change for their bills, the alarm will speec 
ily pass away. There is no sense or pro 
priety in classing Wisconsin banks wit 
Illinois. 


No apprehension is felt that Wisconsin 


banks will not meet their obligation 
promptly. 
Up to this moment we have no 


heard a rumor prejudicial to their sound 
ness. It is annoying to see our money 
which is as safe as any in the union, qnot 
ed at 15 per cent, discount in New York 
while unsecured banks of North Carolina 
Ohio, Kentucky and Indiana are quotel at 
1 i(S 5. We all know that that is a humbug 
and we may guess from what we do know 
of our own money matters, and the false 
quotations of it abroad, that it may be the 
same with what brokers are pleased to cal' 
uncnrrent money of other localities. We 
believe the whole panic has been got up by 
interested speculators in money and stocks 
and as loug as the people will consent to 
become their dupes, so long we shall have 
panics in the money market. 


We again advise onr friends every where 


to keep cool, and refuse all sacrifice upon 
their currency. Remember that every dol 
lar presented to our Wisconsin banks dur- 
ing the panic of 1857 was redeemed, while 
millions were lost in consequence of the 
failure of eastern banks.

A FALSE STANDARD.—The Madison Pat- 


riot cites the recent fall of stocks in New 
York, as illustrating "the value of the al- 
mighty nigger, and the benefit of Lincoln's 
election." It continues—"It is estimated 
that the country has already lost, in depre 
ciated stocks, no leas than twenty-five mil- 
lions of dollars. The republicans, no doubt, 
lave accomplished a great strike for "free- 
dom" but as a question of dollars and 
cents (sense) it is questionable whether the 
country is any better off—especially if one 
lalf of the Union quit us in a huff." 


The idea that the rise or fall of stocks in 


"Wall street is any indication of the in- 
crease or loss of the real wsalth of the 
country is tit only for electioneering clap 
trap. The loss or gain of $100,000 at a 
faro bank is just as good evidence of the 
loss or gain of property as the rise or fall 
of stocks in the New York stock board in- 
volving a change of that amount of money. 
The stock brokers of Wall street are noth- 
ing more or less than a legalised band of 
gamblers. Their position enables them to 
inflict a greater degree of injury than the 
men who bet on the turn of a card j and 
-were it not that they sometimes affect other 
lolders of stock who may be compelled to 
sell while the price is down, the losses of 
the operators would be entitled to no more 
consideration or sympathy than the unlucky 
venturers on the " tiger." It is all nonsense 
to talk about the present flurry in the stock 
market permanently affecting the industrial 
or legitimate business interests of the 
Country.

The fiery spirits of the south have been 


able, by twenty years of gasconade, to per 
suade a portion of the southern people that 
a small minority in those states can dissolve 
the Union. They have, in a moment of 
passion, acted upon this hypothesis, and 
have committed themselves before the world 
to a course which they begin to see is suici- 
dal. They have too much pride to back ont 
directly, but foreseeing that it must be done, 
they want us at the north to let them down 
o-s easily as possible, as may be seen by the 
following from the Evening Post. It will 
require a large amount of good nature on 
the part of the northern people to do this, 
but it will probably be the best course, pro- 
vided South Carolina will agree not to kick 
up a disturbance again. The Post says : 


" A friend who lived many years in a slave 


state south of Virginia, who once owned a 
plantation and negroes there, and whose 
children were all born there, said to us as 
we were writing ^this article: " I know the 
South well. I have been a citizen of the 
South and a slaveholder, and am sure that 
if nothing is done to increase their irritation 
while they are chafing under defeat, this 
excitement will soon subside. I have just 
written to a distinguished friend of mine in 
that part of the country, whose name I 
must not give, to inquire what, in his opin- 
ion, will be the end of all this. His answer 
was, 'It will end as all such things at the 
South have ended; but you must let us 
down easy,' Patience and good nature on 
the part of the northern states are all that 
is required to make the conclusion speedy 
and sure." '

articles of confederation, no one would have 
doubted its correctness. It is too late now 
however, to discuss the question whether 
this is a union or a confederation of states 
That has been settled long ago, and in 
many different forms ; and there are few 
persona who doubt the fact that all the 
states taken together constitute ft union— 
one nation, instead of a confederation o 
independent nations. The intention of the 
fathers of the republic is too clearly ex 
pressed in the constitution to be misunder- 
stood : "We, the people of the United 
States, in order to form a more perfect uni 
on" etc., " do ordian and establish thia con 
stitulion for the United Slatea of Ameri 
ca." 


Admitting the fact, then, that this is a 


Union, we have only to change the lan- 
guage of the above proposition so as to 
correspond with this fact, and its absurdity 
lecomes evident. Let us see. " But if the 
«md fails; if a condition arises which 
makes it no longer the interest of a part ol 
the Union (a state to remain in the|Uuion,] 
we (the people of the Union) must either 
let it go out of the Union (and thus de- 
stroy the Union,} or we must destroy the 
Union by compelling all parts of the Union 
to remain in the Union."

Relief for Kansas. 


A public meeting has been called to meet 


in this city on Tuesday evening next, to 
take measures for the relief of the people 
of Kansas, many of whom are suffering for 
the want of food and clothing. 


It has been ascertained that in conse- 


quence of the excessive and long continued 
droughiJin that country, about thirty thous- 
and people will need assistance during the 
coming winter. 
It is a case that may well 


incite the active sympathies of our people. 
Men, women and children, through no fanlt 
of their own, are reduced to the necessity 
of asking for help, or die from famine and 
cold. They appeal to tis for aid, through a 
state convention which has been held in 
Kansas.
